1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

Malackowski et al. disclose a information fulfillment system and method for providing 
information to a caller having a wireless communication device. 

Baker discloses a system and process of the present invention enables a retail 
establishment or restaurant to advertise in real-time to local consumers. This is accomplished 
by transmitting coupons or advertisements to wireless subscribers using a short messaging 
service provided by various air interfaces. 

Chem et al. disclose a method for attaching an advertisement or coupon to an SMS . 
message for wireless transmission. 

Hymel et al. disclose a method for advertising to the end user of wireless subscriber units 
that provides for multiple viewing hits of the same advertisement. 

Richton disclose a wireless telecommunications system uses location or position 
information of a wireless mobile unit to initiate the sending of location-specific information to 
travelers. As position information is received, it is compared to pfestored position information 
of a remote location, such as an airport. As the traveler approaches the remote location, and 
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gets within a certain distance the remote location, information such as airUne arrival 
information is retrieved and sent to the wireless mobile unit of the traveler. Thus, useful 
information tied to the position of the wireless mobile unit, such as airline or traffic information 
for example, is obtained. 

Therefore, all of the above prior art fails to disclose as amended in claim 1 . 

Claims 1-34 are allowed based on Helferich in view of Merriman et al.
